“Since Proposition 13 the state 
has been operating in a deficit (ex- 
penditure exceeding revenue) 
explained Associated Student inc 
President Joe Gibson ‘Overspen- 
ding has been checked by excess 
State funds which are now close to 
exhausted 

State expenditures have over- 
run at the rate of $1.2 billion a year 
since Proposition 13 passed in 
1978. Legislative analysts project 
that at the end of the 1981-82 
school year, the state's savings 
fund will consist of a meager $36 
million. Revenues must rise by 3.1 
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billion to 3.2 billion dollars to cor 
tinue existing services 

In response to Governor 
Brown's request, CSUC has pro 
posed a $10 million cut for the 
system — $4.4 million of which 
as yet. unspecified 

Tuition has been proposed as a 
possible income source to cover 
budget reductions

Draft shifts gears for crisis

if Congress deciares a national 
emergency, 715 Reserve com- 
ponent military officers will walk 
into their designated recruiting 
Stations, pick up a phone and 
assemble a local draft board within 
hours. Meanwhile, 35,000 in- 
duction notices will be 
telegrammed to registrants 
automatically classified 1-A — fit 
for military service 

“The majority of people will 
never have any contact with their 
loca! draft boards,” Selective Ser- 
vice spokesperson Joan Lamb told 


the Hornet as she outiined the 
military draft planned for 1980s 

Lamb explained that jocai 
boards wiil handie only those 
peoole claiming postponements 
exemptions and deferments. Her 
Statement is reflected in the 
language of section 1633 .7(a) of 
the proposed Selective Service 
revisions in the Dec. 3, 1980 
Federal Register 

Each classified registrant in a 
selection group is available for 
unrestricted military service until 
his eligibility for noncombatant 
service, alternative service, or 


deferment or exemption from ser 
vse has been determined by a 


classifying authority 

Those who accept their 
automatic 1-A status will report to 
armed forces examination and en- 
trance stations within 10 days 
unless they file an appeal with their 
local board within that period 

Members of the boards that 
hear these appeals will be rec- 
ruited from loca! communities and 
trained in Selective Service “plans 
programs and procedures” long 
before the emergency is declared, 
according to Lamb. They will not 
be paid 

A more uniform adjudication 
of the claims of the (registrants)”

The California Youth Soccer Association has 
made preliminary proposals to the CSUS Campus 
Planning Committee to build two to four soccer 
fields on the south end of the campus ona site now 
occupied by the ASi Student Gardens, according to 
Committee Chair Richard Kornweibel _ 

Although “no formal proposal is ready,” ac- 
cording to Kornweibel. preliminary sketches by the 
campus architect show that the gardens can be 
moved southward on the same plot of land to make 
room for the soccer fields 

The gardens, located across from Jordan Way for 
about the past eight years, are run partly by the AS! 
as rental space to students and partly by the en 
vironmental studies department as class projects 

Gordon Smith, student representative to the 
committee, said the move is a “good one” because it 
could give the garden some permanence 

“We've always known that the garden was in a 
temporary position,” he said 

Both Kornweibe! and Smith noted that there was 
also an aesthetic issue involved. “That 
(College Town and Jed Smith) is a bit of an eyesore 
said Kornweibel.

Project Excelsior is a federally - funded 
program at CSUS that provides services to parolees and ex - 
offenders to help them adjust to and succeed in college 

The problems and needs of ex - offenders are undeniably uni- 
que. Project Excelsior's function is to alleviate these problems 
Specific difficulties found commonly among ex - offenders in- 
clude housing problems and high unemployment rates, making 
survival for the individual a struggle 

Services available to participants in the program include help 
in applying for financial aid, tutorial aid, personal and academic 
counseling, referrals to other community or college - related 
organizations and academic testing. 

Students who qualify for Project Excelsior services include 
ex - offenders, probationers, parolees, youth authority wards or 
any individual who has had criminai involvement that has 
hampered his or her educational opportunities. However, going 
to college is not a condition of the individual's parole: it is a 
conscious choice that the participant makes. 

Project Excelsior, located on the CSUS campus in portable 
TGG-8, is run by Director Henry Castro. Other siaff members in- 
clude Rachal! Brands and Bruce Kravitz. 

Although the project was Originally funded in 1972 by the As- 
sociated Students, Inc., it is now funded by a federal grant. Pro- 
ject Excelsior is part of a federal program catied TRIO, which is a 
component of the Education office of the Department of Health,

The other divisions of TRIO include Talent Search, a program 
devoted to the recruitinent of high school students who show 
potential for success in college and Specia!

CSUS is not alone in offering aid and services to ex - 
offenders. There are similar assistance programs throughout 
California, all of which are auxiliary projects of California 
universities, such as the Pinto Program in Fresno and the 
College Parolee Program at CSU Los Angeles. Another program 
in San Jose recently cancelled presumably because of a lack of 


Funding probiems have caused the closure of several other 
programs of this nature. As of the end of last March, only three 
college parolee programs remained in California: Project Ex- 
celsior in Sacramento, the Pinto Program in Fresno and College 
Parolee in Los Angeles. 

Due to an oversight in compiling the CSUS 1980-81 direc- 
tory, Project Excelsior was omitted, teading some students to 
believe that the program had been cancelled. 

Director of the project, Hen. y Castro, refused to comment to 
the Hornet when asked about the program. Nevertheless, the 
program is still “alive and well,” and helping disadvantaged 
students obtain a college education

Cars cause quagmire 


It has been said that the 
biggest problem in getting a 
college education is finding 
a parking place. At CSUS it 
seems to be the only 
problem. 

Because of an increase in 
enroliment in recent years, 
the chances of finding park - 
ing place at CSUS have 
steadily decreased. But 
never has it been as bad asit 
was last Monday. 

Rain forced students who 
normally walk or bicycle to 
school to take their cars 
instead. Traffic to campus 
was backed up past 57th 
Street to the west and past 
Howe Avenue to the east. 
The area in and around cam- 
pus resembled downtown 
Calcutta at 5 p.m. on a 
Friday. 

“The beginning of every 
semester is a big problem,” 
said James Leese, parking 
administrator. ‘The biggest 
problem is getting rid of the 
people who don't buy park - 
ing decals.” 

Department of Pubiic 
Safety officers were writing 
approximately 360 parking 
tickets per day iast week, 99 
percent of those, Leese said, 
to cars without parking 
decals. 

Of the 6,625 availabie 
parking places on campus, 
only 4,000 are reserved for 
etudents. Leese estimates 


9,000 decals will be 
sold this semester. Although 
parking places are vacated 
throughout the day, it it ob- 
vious there are not enough 
parking: places to ac- 
commodate 9,000 cars. 

Were parking decals 
eliminated and = parking 
granted on a first come, first 
serve basis, chaos would 
result. Other options must 
be explored. 

At San Jose State Univer- 
sity, two six - story parking 
garages with a 4,200 - car 
capacity are available to 
students on a first come, 
first serve basis. Instead of 
parking decals, students 
pay 50 cents a day to park on 
campus. That comes to $40 
per semester for SJSU 
students, compared to the 
$18 per semester CSUS 
students currently pay. A 
similar move on this campus 
would not be in the best 
interest of the students 
financially. 

If paved, the 12 - acre lot 
immediately south of cam- 
pus could hold some 600 
more cars, according to 
Leese. Currently students 
park in the outer limits of the 
existing lot only when there 
is nowhere else to park. The 
walk from a newer lot fur- 
ther out would be just short 
of the Boston marathon 

Probably the only prac- 


tical solution to the problem 
is the one currently planned 
by the ASI Inc. 

ASI is working with 
Regional Transit to allow 
students to ride the bus free. 
At present, it costs 50 cents 
for a one - way trip on RT. 

The plan, created by 
CSUS student Martine 
Schaff, calls for an increase 
in the $10 student activities 
‘fee. RT will collect the ad- 
ditional fee which would 
cover the cost of unlimited 
student bus rides. 

This might mean a 
change of lifestyle for some 
CSUS students, but in terms 
of cost and benefit, the price 
can't be beaten. Con- 
sidering the importance of 
conserving the world’s 
diminishing resources, now 
is a good time to change.

Histcry has proved too many 
times that oppressive 
governments cannot hold on to 
power when the population is 
mounted firmly against them 
Somoza in Nicaragua, Diem in 
Vietnam and the shah in iran are 
just a few examipies of rulers and 
governments that fought to stay in 
power but were destined to lose 
What is important is not that 
these harsh governments have 
attempted to stay in power. but 
that the United States has sup- 
ported these doomed rulers to the 
bitter end and, as a result, has been 
in the dog - house when the new 
government took positive control 
A strong Cuban influence in 
Nicaragua and an iran which pas- 
sionately hates this country are 
just two examples of the frusts of 
our labors 
In nations like Zimbabwe 
{formerly Rhodesia), our labor has 
born a sweeter fruit because we 
did not support the lan Smith 
government to the bitter end. In 
Salisbury, the capitol of Zim- 


babwe, the US. embassy was the 
first to re - open while the Soviet 
embassy remains ciosed 

What can the United States 
learn from this? This nation must 
realize, earlier than it has in the 
past, that when an unpopular 
government is on the way out, we 
should cease aid to it. We must 
also learn to better choose those 
countries and rulers receiving 
economic aid. For too long the 
United States has ignored the war- 
ning signs — signs that other 
nations seem able to perceive 

There would be no loss of 
national honor if the United States 
were to stop aid to those rulers 
who are flagrant violators of 
human rights within their own 
country. In fact, renewed: global 
respect for the United States could 
be a byproduct if it became ciear 
that American policymakers invest 
oniy in those governments which 
truly protect human rights 

The United States should not, 
however, play fast and loose with 
its aid. We should have the 
courage to deny assistance to 
those countries deemed unworthy 
of US. money 

But the United States is once 
again looking the other way in the 


case of El Saivador The op- 
pressive military junta in control of 
E! Salvador is engaged in trying ta 
fight off a revolution which it can- 
not win, while the United States 
continues to pump money into a 
losing effort. instead of stopping 
aid, cutting our losses and waiting 
for the war to be over, we have con- 
tinued support and are headed for 
a future with El Salvador which will 
be anything but friendly 


if the United States continues 
its present course in the inter- 
national arena, hatred for the 
United States will grow, while tong 
- time, but unworthy alliances fall 
in wars of liberation. This will 
leave only the Soviets for these 
countries to turn to — the very 
people we are now supposedly try- 
ing to keep out 


If the United States changes its 
policies and takes a more 
humanistic attitude toward the 
revolutionaries in El Salvador and 
future revolutions, the Soviets 
would not be allowed the chance 
to intervene. Meanwhile, the 
United States would be headed 
towards a more peaceful inter- 
national future

Articles miss major points of forum

Following the Hornet articles of 
Dec. 2 and 16 concerning the 
World Affairs Council forum on 
foreign life, |, as a participant in 
that presentation, would like to 
make a few further comments. It 
seems tO mo, as weil as to my 
colleagues, that both articles failed 
to include the major points we had 
hoped to make 

It was not Our intention to focus, 
as the first article did, upon the anti 
- American sentiments sometimes 
encountered abroad. Rather, we 
had hoped that by sharing some 
both positive and negative ex- 
periences of residing in a foreign 
country we would provide insight 
into the infinite number of ways the 
American traveler is given the op- 
portunity to practice foreign 
diplomacy on an individual basis. 

High politics -- beyond the 
purely national scope ~~ can and 
do influence initial relations 
between the foreigner and the 
tocal, as was certainly experienced 
by many Americans who traveled 
during the Vietnam era. But all too 
often we tend to place inter- 
national relations within a reaim 
that is accessible solely to political 
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and economic policy - makers, 
divorcing them from the human 
dimension which we, ourselves, 
are responsible for developing in 
the most positive manner possible. 

We need not travei abroad to 
generate anti - American reac- 
tions. We have all heard stories 


about taxi drivers in New York 
City who charge horrendous fares 


to naive customers newly arrived 
trom abroad and speaking with an 
accent. All of us are familiar, as 
well, with unfair treatment given 
many of our Mexican migrant 
workers. And what of the 


unwelcoming attitude 
demonstrated by many Americans 
toward Vietnamese and Cuban 
refugees? These people — tourists 
and immigrants alike — will carry 
home with them (to their country 
or their ghetto) a mental portfolio 
of their interactions with 
Americans and will draw from 
them some conciusions about our 
culture. Let us hope that, through 
our own individual diplomacy, 
their impression of us is a 
favorable one

will be the goal of the training 
program, she explained. 

According to Keith Lamb, 
California provisional Selective 
Service state director, “in Califor- 
nia (and eisewhere) we would rec- 
ruit local board members on a 
standby basis.” 

“They wouldn't be doing 
anything,” said Lamb (no relation 
to Joan Lamb) “Their names 
would be on a roster Nothing 
would happen until Congress says 
sO 

The standby draft boerd 
proposal originated in a Feb. 8 
statement jast year by former 
President Jimmy Carter. “Regis- 
tration does not require that we 
reconstitute local draft boards, but 
as part of our effort to revitalize the 
Selective Service machinery we 
are developing plans to select and 
train local draft board members for 
availability in the event of a 
mobilization emergency,” he said 

Extensive use of computers will 
enable the system to function ata 
speed astronomical compared to 
the old system 

“We'll be able to spit out (of the 
computer) 35,000 induction letters 
a day in the event of a national 
emergency, said Joan Lamb 

By comparison, inductions at 
the height of the Vietnam War in 
1968 averaged 28.450 a month, 
341.404 for the year, according to

Lamb said the Selective 
Service set them up informally in

According to Biil Smith 
spokesman for the Los Angeles - 
based Selective Service Law 
Panel, the area offices would be 
pre - selected recruiting stations 
Staffed by military personne! and 
would serve two purposes 

“First of all,” said Smith, “there 
are a number of draft cias- 
sifications that wili not be deter- 
mined by the locai board. The so 
calied administrative clas 
Sifications (those other than 1-A 
conscientious objector and 
hardship cases) will be handied by 
area offices. Then they will assist 

and provide information 

Smith said the use of recruiting 
stations was no coincidence 

“The Selective Service (main) 
computer terminal will be in North 
Chicago, Ill., wii.a Ft. Sheridan is 
located The Military Enlisted 
Processing Command there 
(which serves both active and 
reserve army components) already 
has a computer set up. There are
